They have recently increased their propagating 
department by adding five Lord & Burnham green- 
houses, equipped with Richmond concrete benches. 
Each of these houses is connected to a brick head 
house, which is the last word in up-to-date arrange- 
ment and equipment. 


In their thirteen houses, are grown each year over 
three million young plants, which during spring 
and fall are moved into fields for further develop- 
ment. Some three and one-quarter million are 
grown from divisions or seed not receiving pre- 
liminary greenhouse treatment while in their juven- 
ile stage. In addition to all their plant business, 
Wayside is known as the largest single importer of 
top-quality tulips and rare and unusual bulbs. 
They have been the introducer of many of the fin- 
est things in bulbdom.

Few plants surpass the 
vigor and beauty of a well flowered clump of this won- 
derful Day Lily. Buds open well in water and emit a most 
delightful fragrance. 


HELENIUM, Peregrina (Page 43) 
Is unquestionably the largest flowered of the tall growing 
bronze colored Heleniums. A well grown plant is per- 
fectly beautiful in the late summer border. 


HELENIUM, Chippersfield Orange (Page 43) 


Is the best of the late growing copper colored varieties.

PHLOX, Atlanta (Page 62) 
Is one of the new patented Wayside varieties. Makes 
huge flower heads of white with lavender shading and 
violet eye. A fine companion to the two Wayside favor- 
ites, Augusta and Columbia.

HYBRID TEA ROSE, Sterling (Page 93) 


Still holds a place of honor as one of the finest, if not 
the finest, pink Tea Roses. 


SHRUB ROSE, Lipstick (Page 98) 
Offered for the first time last year; was well received 
and promises to become quite a favorite. 


FLORIBUNDA ROSES (Page 96) 
Continue to gain in favor. Cheerio, Red Velvet and 
Sunmist, fine novelties for 1941. 

Else Poulsen and Karen Poulsen continue to gain in favor 
and are perhaps the best of the older ones. 


MINIATURE ALPINE ROSES (Page 97) 
And the old-fashioned, but little known Sweetheart Rose, 
Cecile Brunmer you should not overlook. 


NEW HORVATH ROSE, Thor (Page 105) 


Thor might be called the climbing Crimson Glory. A 
superb climbing Rose, perfect bottle-green foliage, never 
any black spot or mildew, and in June magnificent red 
Roses like you get from Hybrid Teas.

Plant in 
early autumn or very early spring, 8 to 10 inches apart, in full sun.

_ Culture. Delphiniums require a rich, generous and well-drained soil. On 
“soils of a light or medium nature dig in plenty of well-decayed manure. In 
those of a heavy nature it is desirable to fork up the subsoil and compost of 
two parts loam and one of equal proportions of decayed manure and sand. 
The plants are best grown in groups of three or six. Allow a distance of at 
least 18 inches to 2 feet between the plants. Planting may be done in 


autumn or early spring. Remove faded flowers, and on no account allow 
seeds to develop, then a second crop of flowers may be expected later on.

Handsome perennials with pinnate or spiny foliage, woolly beneath, and 
globular, thistle-like flowers. A well-grown plant has a pleasing effect 
in the border. 
Culture. Ordinary soil in sun or light shade in border or wild garden. 
Plant in autumn or spring 10 to 12 inches apart.

Plant in colonies of 
three or more in fall or spring, 6 inches apart. Do not remove old leaves, 
as they help to protect the plants in winter.

The dwarf kinds should be grown in the rock garden. Plant in autumn 
or early spring, 10 to 12 inches apart.

Culture. Euphorbias succeed best in poor soils and sunny position in 
the rock gardens or raised borders. Under such conditions they will 
flower more freely than ina rich soil. Plant in autumn or spring, 8 to 
10 inches apart.

A Border of Hardy Ferns 
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FERNS - Hardy Varieties 


The cultivation of Hardy Ferns is remarkably simple. All they want is 
a little light alluvial soil, a little loam and peat or leaf mold sufficient 
to keep the soil light and open, plenty of moisture, position varying from 
partial to deep shade. The Aspleniums and many others will grow on 
eels chinks or rocks, etc. Many will revel in full sunshine in any ordinary 
order. 

Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets 
Practically no sun, will be an ideal place for a fernery. If the position 
should be a very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface 
about 6 inches to a foot. Thoroughly mix a liberal supply of good brown 
Peat with the existing soil, to give a good start. When the plants have 
become over-grown, lift, divide and replant early in April or fall. For 
a good effect plant 8 to 10 inches apart. 


Adiantum pedatum Three $1.10, Doz. $3.30, 100 $20.00

The others will suc- 
ceed in sunny borders, by the waterside, or as specimens in groups. 
Subcordata should be grown in a warm, sheltered position. Plant in fall 
or early spring, six inches apart.

Culture. A rich, but light soil is essential to grow Gaillardias success- 
fully. They cannot be depended upon to survive the winter on heavy, 
clay soils, but do splendidly on those of a light or medium character. 
They require a sunny position, Plant in fall or spring, 6 to 8 inches 
apart. It is advisable in fall to protect them from frost with a little dry 


covering of straw.

Best grown in masses as an edging to a partially shaded 
border or rock garden. It is advisable in all cases to mix leaf mold 
freely with the soil before planting. Top dress with well-rotted manure 
in spring. See that the plants are well supplied with moisture in dry 
weather. Gentians do not like to have roots disturbed, so do not inter- 
fere with them once they are established. Plant in fall or spring, 6 to 

: 8 inches apart. 

*Andrewsi Three $1.10, Doz. $3.30, 100 $20.00 
One of the most fascinating native plants. The flowers, which are 
tightly closed, are borne at the top of a stem from 6 to 8 inches long, 
and are an intense deep blue. Blooms best in moist places. July and 

3 October.

Plant in autumn or spring, 8 to 12 inches 
apart. Once established do not disturb, then they will grow and flower 
with great freedom, and produce a pretty effect the entire summer.

Culture. All succeed in good, ordinary soil in sunny borders. They, how- 
ever, require plenty of moisture in summer. Best grown in groups. Plant 
in autumn or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart. If planted in fall it is well to 
protect them carefully for the winter. 


Coccineum, Mrs. Bradshaw Three $1.10, Doz. $3.30, 100 $20.00 


A splendid variety, with large, double flowers of a fiery orange-red, 
blooming nearly all summer. Grand for cutting.

Lift and divide 
every three or four years or they will become 
crowded, resulting in poor, small flowers. Never 
let plants go to seed, never water overhead, al- 
ways keep blooms and foliage dry, letting hose 
run slowly on the ground. This method of 
watering prevents mildew.

SAXIFRAGA - Rock-foil; Megasea 


A large genus of rock plants, only a few of which are suitable for culture 
in this country. The majority require to be grown on rockeries. The sorts 
suitable to grow as edgings to, or in masses on, the margins of borders 
are what are known as the Giant-leaved Saxifragas or Megaseas, with 
large, leathery leaves, which are also admirably suited for shady borders 
in city gardens. 

Culture. The mossy Saxifragas are best suited for shady borders or rock 
gardens, will do well in good, ordinary soil. Plant in March or early fall. 
The Megasea or large-leaved kinds will thrive in ordinary, good, rich 
soil in well drained borders, by the waterside, or in the rockery. May be 
grown in sun or shade. Should be watered freely in dry summer. McNab- 
iana is best grown in stony soil in the rockery in full sun. Plant early fall 


or spring, 8 inches apart.

(Crimson Moss). Dwarf mossy plants bearing white flowers in May and 
June.

Their modest requirements are sun, water and rich soil; almost every- 
body can have built or can themselves construct an artificial pool. Any 
location that is available would be satisfactory, provided it is exposed to the 
full sun. Rather than have no water garden at all, the interested party can 
grow many of the varieties in tubs or half-barrels sunk in the ground. 


_ Soil. An excellent soil for use in tubs or artificial pools is made by mix- 
ing three parts of rotted sod, compost, or good top soil with one part of cow 
manure or good barnyard manure. All manure used must be thoroughly 
decomposed, to prevent fermentation when covered with water. Ground 
bone or bone meal may be used if necessary, at the rate of one quart to 
one bushel of soil. 


Size of Pool. The larger the water surface the better the results. A tub 
or half-barrel 2 feet in diameter will furnish a miniature pool. An artificial 
pool should be made as large as possible, and 2 feet deep. 


Water. One foot of water over the soil is the most desirable depth in 
artificial pools. Some will thrive in shallower water, but few will stand a 
depth exceeding two feet. After the pool is once filled it is only necessary 
to replen'sh that which evaporates. Do not attempt planting until warm 
weather has come to stay.

My interest was early given to the development of 
better hardy climbing Roses. In 1892 | obtained the 
first hybrid with the Rosa Wichuraiana of Japan, thus 
beginning the modern strain of large-flowered hardy 
climbing Roses. In 1897 | exhibited 14 new varieties 
at the first show held by the American Rose Society in 
the famous Eden Museé of New York City. These 
were seen and admired by many rosarians, with the 
result that many similar hybrids were made. 


The continuous inbreeding in the attempt to get 
larger size and brighter color into the Wichuraiana 
strain weakened it to the point where most of the va- 
rieties failed in winter hardiness. Naturally there re- 
sulted a demand for hardier and more sturdy Roses in 
varieties which would not require pampering but 
which, with reasonable care, would live through most 
winters without loss. 






Responding to this need, my new Rose originations 
cover the full range of colors, and many of these new 
climbing Roses have flowers as large and fine as any 
existing Hybrid Tea. Further, as Dooryard and Hedge 
Roses there have resulted forms and shapes of plants 
not hitherto seen. These results were accomplished 
through painstaking and eventually successful ex- 
periments in the introduction of other species strains 
not previously used.

Cover crown 
about 4 inches.

These are the magnificent new Montbretias, which have at- 
tracted so much attention during the past few years at the Royal 
Horticultural Society’s Shows in late summer and during autumn. 
They are a great advance on the older varieties, being generally 
taller and more robust in growth, while the flowers are of greater 
size and beauty, some of them measuring 3 to 4 inches in diam- 
eter. They make first-class border plants and are of great decora- 
tive value for cutting. 


Culture. Montbretias are of easy culture. They flower freely and require 
perhaps less care than most bulbs. They do particularly well in the border 
in light shade or full sun. A clump of a half dozen or more bulbs will con- 
tinue flowering throughout the late summer and autumn. Rich soil helps to 
grow tall spikes. A liberal amount of well-rotted manure or bone meal 
applied at planting time is very beneficial. Water freely in dry weather. 
Bulbs may be left in the ground over winter with reasonable protection of 
strawy manure or garden litter. South of Philadelphia no protection is re-

MAGNOLIA FIGS 


The Magnolia Fig is particularly adapted to pot culture. As a 
pot or tub plant, it is very ornamental either indoors or outdoors, 
and is an abundant bearer of fruit. It will winter safely in a cool 
cellar, or it can be allowed to harden off with a few fall frosts and 
then be brought indoors for growing during the winter. If the top 
is frozen it can be cut to the ground, and when it begins growing, 
it will produce fruit on the new wood. It is for pot or tub culture 
that we particularly recommend this Fig. When grown in the open 
ground, it will develop a crop of fruit as far north as Maryland.

Much of the charm of English homes and gardens is due to the libera 
use of vines. Unsightly buildings, raw corners, crude fences, old posts eng 
stumps, unsightly rock piles, are all easily transformed into points of beauty 
and interest when covered with a vine of some sort.

CLEMATIS - Large Flowering English Hybrids 


Only in recent years have American gardeners been able to enjoy 
the rare beauty of the many Clematis hybrids. These European garden 
treasures are notable for their spectacular flowers. Outstanding in 
color and in form, they lend dignity and charm to any garden. Grown 
on trellises, arbors, pergolas, old tree stumps, and walls, these climb- 
ing plants often flaunt their beauty in high places where they may be 
enjoyed from many parts of the garden. 

Both the large- and the small-flowered varieties are well worth 
growing. While the large-flowered forms provide great richness of 
color, the small-flowered kinds impress us with their curiously formed 
flowers. 

From a decorative standpoint these Clematis hybrids are most useful.

Culture. They need a rich, deep, well drained soil; in fact, drainage 
should be perfect and the soil should be prepared at least 2 feet deep, 
using plenty of sharp sand and well-rotted manure. The roots must be 
sent straight down, the whole plant must be deeply set, the crown should 
be not less than 3 inches beneath the surface of the soil. Provide support 


and protect the runners produced the first year from frost with straw or 
small piece of burlap. No protection required after first winter.

THE QUEEN OF VINES 


There is a much wider range of varieties than is generally 
thought. Descriptions below are condensed because the species 
to which each variety belongs covers the major points. The two 
important species are: Wisteria Sinensis, the Chinese Wisteria, 
characterized by large fragrant flowers in compact clusters of 
medium length. They come into bloom very young and all the 
flowers in each cluster open at about the same time before any 
leaves appear. Wisteria Floribunda, which is better known as 
Wisteria Multijuga or Japanese Wisteria, has long slender 
racemes of smaller flowers. Those at top are fully open while 
the lower ones are only small unopened buds. This of course 
lengthens the blooming period until the leaves are pretty well 
out. All our stock is grafted and grown in a special manner 
to induce early bloom rather than a lot of useless wood. Seed- 
lings or plants improperly propagated may go eight or ten years 
without ever producing a flower. We maintain that if wood 
is the main thing wanted, it is more economical to patronize 
a lumber yard than a nursery. 


Remember it is essential to expose them to full sun if you want 
an abundance of blooms.

Do not drown them nor let 
them dry out completely. Success or failure will depend on the soil 
that you plant them in. Be liberal with good soil and fertilizer. Good 
rich loam to which has been added a liberal quantity of peat or leaf 
mold suits them fine. For fertilizer use cottonseed meal or well- 
rotted cattle manure. Keep Scale and Red Spider under control at all 
times. Prune to keep the plants shapely. This should be done in 
spring and summer, not later than August first. 


They will thrive either in partial shade or full sun. However, those 
planted in full sun must be kept mulched and properly watered. 
Camellias will bloom more profusely if planted in full sun. However, 
the flowers will fade and will not last as long as those planted in 
partial shade.

The general habit of all is much the same, the main difference being in 
color of flowers and time of blooming. They should be very severely pruned 
every year as soon as they have finished blooming and before growth starts. 
Cutting them for decoration accomplishes the same purpose and is highly 
beneficial but should be completed as soon as flowers are gone. All growth 
of the previous season should be cut back to about 8 inches. Don’t touch 
them in the fall as that is simply cutting off potential flowers.

An English gardener in charge of one of that country’s finest 
estates, when visiting at Wayside, once said-to us about their 
lawns: ‘‘We do not treat our lawns like a hayfield, but like a 
permanent garden.’
